The only legislative authority for the

Although the exports from this 
country to China and Manchuria afe fall- 
ing off, those to our possessions in the 
east are increasing on account of a 
favorable tariff and those to the Latin-

9 EEN POSGIBLE BT 
FREDERICK VILLIERS 


A tour of the United States for the 
wpurpose of rousing the American people 
to the possibility of an armed invasion 
by Japan is being considered by Fred- 
erick Villiers, peace propagandist, artist 
jnd war correspondent of England. 

Knowing the views of Mr. Villiers in 
this matter, Edwin Westby of Mt. Ver- 
mon street, Boston, has proposed to him 
e tour of the country to reach the com- 
gon people. 

Little good can be accomplished, Mr. 
Villiers believes, in talking exclusively 
to what is known as the intellectual 
class. It is the heart of the people he 
wishes to appeal to, and his plan would 
be to address large audiences in the 
theaters or public halls. 

Mr. Villiers expects to leave Boston 
Monday and will return to Montreal. 
From there he will journey west, visit- 
ing some of the large cities. 

He will spend a considerable time on 
the western coast, where he will make 
an extensive study of Japanese-American 
relations. His visit to Boston has been 
mostly of a social nature, allowing him 
te meet old friends and to visit the 
Museum of Fine Arts. 

Mr. Villiers during his 35 years expe- | 
rience as War correspondent has viewed 
the trials of war upon practically every | 
important battlefield in that period, and | 
he is impressed with the necessity of} 
establishing international peace. If the | 
people can be shown how wars originate, | 
usually the result of commercin! 
difference among comparatively small | 
bodies of men, and how thev end, by 
causing untold suffering and hardships | 
to the people. Mr. Villiers 
cause of universal will 
mousiv enhanced. 

There was a time, Mr. Villiers 
when by a bold stroke England might 
have compelled the disarmament of Ger- 
many. English statesmen considered 
this move, but hesitated too long. 
many would laugh at the idea of 
pulsory disarmament. Mr. Villiers 
elares that this hesitation of 
when England seemed powertul enough | 
to win her end, was a grave mistake. 

The proposition that the United States 
eede to Japan the Philippines is consid 
ered a Wise by Mr. Villiers. 
he says, We cannot be sure that Japan

Japan has nothing to fear from Man- 


churia, now, nor from China, and it is | 
pretty well established that Japan has an | 


entente cordial with. Russia. In 
opinion Japan is planning for war with 
this country. Japan has many per- 
fectly reasonable causes upon which she 
could base an attack upon this country. 
When the right time comes, Japan could 
create a war with the United States 
within 24 hours. 

Mr. Villiers differs with peace propa- 
gandists who advocate as a first mea- 
sure the lying down of arms. The most 
important part of the whole movement 
for international peate, he declares, is 
that the United States and Great Britain 
shall be in a state of complete defense. 
In this condition, and no other, he says, 
can these two humane nations impose 
peace upon the world. 

A larger navy is not needed by 
United States, he says: Rather 
should devote much attention to the 
development of aeroplanes. In the aero- 
plane Mr. Villiers sees an absolute pro- 
tection against an invasion of our 
coasts. A few submarines and torpedo 
boats would be sufficient. And we have 
the men of courage who will enter the 
hazardous fields of aeroplane and sub- 
marine experimentation, he says. An ef- 
ficient army, however, he says, is needed. 
With the hydroscope rifle, a recent in- 
vention whereby the enemy may

land invasion could be readily met. 

After his study on the western coast, 
Mr. Villiers will be prepared to make a 
decision in regard to his proposed tour. 
It has even been: proposed to him that 
he furnish the materials for a play, on 
the lines of “An Englishman’s Home,” 
as a means of stirring up the American 
peopl 4 

This play created a storm in England. 
It should have the same in the 
United States, Mr. Villiers. The 
situation is much the same. If the play 
is written it will be in a style that will 
the vital facts of the American-

with but little education can grasp them.

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Making cloth from stone seems rath- 

old, to say the least of it. Yet this 
very thing is being done by a Charles- 
ton, S. C.. concern, says the Atlanta 
(Ga.) Constitution. Asbestos, as mined, 
or quarried, is a hard, flintlike rock, in 
general appearance very mith like blue 
granite. There are many kinds of as- 
bestos, the variety described being found 
as yet only in eastern Canada. When 
crushed. this rock fiberizes, the entire 
substance becoming a fleecy mass like 
ginned cotton, the staple being from 
‘half inch to two inches in length. 

it seems that the Charleston concern 
was consuming manuilactured 
in very considerable quantities and puy- 
ing high prices for it. There were onl) 
two or three makers of the material in 
the United States, and the process of 
manufacture was known to but 
few people, the secret being carefuily 
guarded. 

The Charleston people decided to en- 
ter the business of manufacture from 
the raw material, and T. H. Martin, an 
Atlanta engineer, was employed to in- 
vestigate the process and, if possible, 
Jearn the methods employed.

In the vear 1562 Prof. Joachim von 
Beust. a jatron of the University of | 
Wittenberg, Prussia, and the owner of | 
extensive silver mines in a valley known 
as the Joachim Thal, was authorized by 
the government of Prussia to manufac- 
ture and deliver to said government the 
coin of the country for a long period of | 
years. These coins were to be standard 
for weight and purity, and to insure 
against their being counterfeited the 
maker marked them with the name of | 
the valley wherein was located his mine. 


These were issued by the government 
and circulated as the standard coin of 
the realm, being carried almost all over 
Europe by the Germans and by the Dutch 
traders to many parts of Asia, the north- 
ern part of Africa and other countries. 


Bearing no other inscription than the | 
name of the, mine, theyg soon became | 
“thalers” in the speech of the people, | 
which name has been used for the stand- | 
ard coin in that country since. 
the German coins became more common 
in Holland a coin was also issued there 
of the same value by the Dutch govern- 
ment, and this was named from the 
“thaler,” being called in Dutch “daaler.’

HEIGHT OF CLOUDS. 

“How high are the clouds?” 

Many varying answers have been re 
ceived to this question, says the Chi- 
cago Tribune, and in fact it may be 
added that there is no fixed height for any 
kind of cloud. Some remarkably inter. 
esting measures of the height of clouds 
were made in Vienna by an ingenious 
method. Advantage was taken of the 
extremely brilliant light furnished for 
the great illuminated fountain erected 
not long ago in that city. By means of 
a projector it was found that a beam of 
light could be sent up to the clouds, pro. 
ducing upon them a luminous spot capable 
of being observed simultaneously from 
points on the earth two or three miles 
apart. By such observation the height 
of certain clouds of the cirrus variety 
was found to be as much as 10,000 
meters, or nearly 33,000 feet.

COMPARISONS MADE 


NEW YORK—The feature of state- 
ments of leading banks to comptroller as 
of Jan. 7 is the decrease in deposits 
shown by many since November last, 
and since Jan. 31, 1910. 

National City Bank this city re- 
ported total deposits as $175.538,436, a 
decrease during the past two months of 
over $40,000,000, and a decrease during 
the vear of about $62,000,000. The 10 
banks having the largest deposits all re- 
ported decreases since Jan, 31, 1910, eight 
of which showed over $5,000,000 de- 
creases. two over $10.000,000. one over 
$15,000,000, and four over $20,000,000. 

There were 30 banks with deposits of 
over $25,000,000, and 18 of these reported 
decreases since last call, while 20 re- 
ported decreases since’a year ago. 

Continental & Commercial National of 
Chicago, by passing the National Bank 
of Commerce of this city, attained sec- 
ond place. Chase National is now sixth, 
ahead of the Hanover and the First Na- 
tional. which in November held sixth and 
seventh places, respectively. 

New York leads in numper of $25.000,- 
000 banks with 14 on the list. Philadel. 
phia has four, Chicago and St. Louis 
each has three. Boston, two; and Pitts- 
burg. Cleveland, Cincinnati and Kansas 
City, one each. 

The only new bank in the list is the 
Citizens Central of New York, while the 
Bank of New York, N. B. A., has dropped 
out.

UNEXPECTED 
FINANCING 
OF NEW HAVEN 


The sale by the New Haven of $22,000.. 
000 notes this week was an unexpected 
piece of financing. It is the first impor- 
tant sale of securities since stockholders 
were offered $40,000,000 new stock in 
November, 1909. This stock is now 75 
per cent paid, the final instalment com. 
ing due June 20 next. 

Interest on the $22,000,000 of new 
money will amount to $990,000 per an- 
num and there is no good reason to sup- 
pose that-New Haven will require for im- 
mediate use more than a fraction of this 
amount. The balance can be easily 
loaned at a price to more than pay its 
board. 

The first lot of $10,000,000 notes ma- 
tures March 1, 1912, and were therefore 
practically a 13'4-month security. The 
second block of $10,000,000¢g0ld are an 
18-month security and will be offered in 
New England by the same State street 
banking house, which sold the first block 
of $2,000,000. AIL of the notes sold carry 
44 per cent interest. It is understood 
that the forthcoming notes will appear 
on about a 4% per cent basis. 

This is the first large issue of short 
time New Haven securities in the last 
three vears. The road is understood to 
have received par for all of these new 
notes.

FINANCING IS 
COMMENTED UPON 


NEW YORK — Announcement of the 
arrangement of the Reading company for, 
the sale of $20,000,000 general eaten] 
4s was received with particular interest 
in Wall street, in view of the fact that 
the company is so seldom in the market 
for any new financing. 

This is the first bond issue of any con- 


sequence made by the Reading since 1901, | 
when $23,000,000 collateral trust bonds 
were issued to pay for the $14,504,000 
stock-of the Central Railroad of New Jer- 
sey, acquired by the company at that 
time, thus giving it the control of the 
Jersey Central. Since then one offering 
of Reading securities brought out was 
an issue of $867,000 34, per cent bonds in 
1907 in connection with the financing of 
the Philadelphia subway. ~-. 

It may be said that the Reading has 
sold practically no securities for im- 
provements or extensions since its or- 
ganization, all moneys expended for such 
purposes having been appropriated from 
earnings. 

It has engaged in some very small 
refunding operations singe then, but the 
present proposed bond issue is the largest 
to be made by the company, with the 
exception of the $23:000,000 Jersey Cen- 
tral collateral trust issue, since the 
rearganization was efféted. 

On account of the policy of the com- 
pany in making all improvements out 
of earnings, it has acquired large equi- 
ties which have never been capitalized. 
This is one of the reasons for the market 
price of its common stock ruling so far 
above that of other railroad shares pay- 
ing the same dividend, namely 6 per 
cent per annum. Another reason, of 
course, is the great increase in value of 
the ee coal lands.

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Beauties of Mozart's 
Compositions 
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F Mozart’s music it may be said that 

it reaches the heart only of the truly 
musical person. It is the primrose by 
the river’s brim to the great majority 
today—“nothing more” than tinkly tune 
and little cascading notes that have little 
more color than rainbowy water break- 
ing ona pebble. But for those who hear 
the happy thought that purls and gushes 
among his notes the following statement 
from Josef Hofmann will be full of 
meaning. 

Some one writes to him via the Ladies 
Home Journal that she does not enjoy 
the sonatas of Mozart which her teacher 
insists she must study and learn to like. 
She wants the great pianist’s opinion, 
and he replies: 

If Mozart, of all composers, does not 
reach your sense of musical beauty vour 
musical taste—not for Mozart alone, but 
in general—needs looking after. When 
Rubinstein played Mozart the audiences 
were enchanted. If they looked at the 
notes afterward they wondered why 
they could not see the beauty which 
they had hegrd. He had played what he 
had seen in the sonatas, what the son- 
atas had told him. If you endeavor to 
rise to a higher level of musical culture 
the taste for Mozart will come to vou 
because it must. Let me say that his 
music, though of gréat dramatic and 
genefally expressive force, stands par- 
ticularly for absolute beauty: so much so 
that the esthetic writers often compare 
his art to that of ancient Hellas. The 
definiteness of his forms, the crystal 
clearness and chastity of his thoughts, 
the nobility of his themes, the absence of 
anything that could be offensive to the 
ear or to the musical mind. and the 
scholarly skill which shows itself in 
every one of his works are not yet ex- 
celled. They are marvels which not to 
have recognized and enjoyed would be a 
serious loss to one’s spiritual possessions.

One of the primary reasone for rdain- 
faining public achools. 
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HE primary purpose of maintaining 
schools at the public expense is the 
safety of the state. Our fathers recog- 
nized this when they began the paragraph 
about education in the constitution by 
saying: “Wisdom and knowledge, as well 
as virtue, diffused generally among the 
body of the people, being necessary for 
the preservation of their rights and lib- 
erties.”

The great charge to be brought against 
the pulfflie school teday is that it does 
not teach morality. This does not mean 
simply personal conduet, observance of 
social forms, or compliance with religious 
precepts.— It means common honesty, 
truthfulness, recognition of the rights of 
others, performance of our obligations as 
members of society. obedience to law. 
Not until the schools adequately teach 
these things will they adequately train 
for citizenship.—Hon. Robert Luce in 
Journal of Education. 
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Source of the River Amazon 


A press despatch from Berlin of a 
recent alate says: an the last number 
of the journal of the German Geograph- 
ical Society Professor Wilhelm Siever 
announces the discovery that the source 
of the river Amazon is not Lake Lauri- 
cocha, Peru, as was hitherto believed, but 
on a mountain called San Lorenzo, Ili 
miles south of the lake, in the Cordillera 
de Huayhasch. 

Lake Lauricocha, 
Amazon flows in the 
rapid stream, is fed by 
the largest of which’ Rio de 
Lauricocha: This stream on Mt. 
San Lorenzo, a snow*capped peak, and 
flows on its course, broken by a chain 
of lakes, into Lake .Lauricocha. It is 
the longest of the streams flowing into 
the lake. and must therefore be regarded 
as the beginning of the mighty Amazon.

THE OLD-FASHIONED BOOKS. 


STORIES OF TIMES PAST, FOR AND ABOUT CHILDREN— 
LONDON WRITER POINTS OUT DIFFERENCE BETWEEN 
OUR GREAT-GREAT-GRANDMOTHERS’ TIME AND TODAY. 


LONDON TIMES writer, remarking 
upon the dulness of old-time books 
for children, quotes the story of the 
child, who said to his mother in London, 
“I can’t help being very fond of omni- 
buses; they give you so much to read.” 
Sometimes f#mong these old-fashioned 
books you find some sign of grace in the 
title; as, for instance, “The Path of 
Learning, Strewn with Flowers”—but it 
is the path of learning that is still in- 
sisted on. This constitutes the chief 
difference between that day of children’s 
books and this of our own day. 
Nowadays we have a whole-hearted de- 
sire to enter into the life of the child; 
and this is not without its defects either, 
as I shall try to point out. We have a 
desire to entertain the child and to glad-

| Washington 
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NCLE SAM incurs considerable ex- 
U pense to return an official reply to 
the question, “What is the correct time?” 
To ascertain the instant when it is noon 
on the seventy-fifth meridian and to send 
that information broadcast is a costly 
task. The true time is daily calculated 
by the officials at Washington and 
transmitted by electricity to every im- 
portant city and,town. 

About five minutes before the Wash- 
ington noon the telegraph companies cut 
off all their regular business, except on 
lines where they have more than one 
wire. They then connect all important 
points, from which there may be num- 
berless ramifications, with an electric wire 
going into the great clock in the obser- 
vatory at the nationa] capital, so that 
all over the country its tickings may 
be heard. For the 10 seconds just be- 
fore 12 o'clock there is silence which is 
broken by the “noon beat.” Regular 
business is then resumed. 

In some cities the wires connect with 
atime ball that drops with the noon 
beat. The time ball in Washington, 
placed on a pole over the State, War and 
Navy building, is three feet in diameter 
and can be seen from all parts of the 
In the big building itself there 
are a number of clétks,that are each 
day automatically corrected. An elec- 
trical device “sets” them, placing hour, 
minute and second hand exactly ver- 
tical at the instant the ball drops. 

Although Washington is on the sev- 
enty-seventh meridian, the noon hour 
is for convenience computed for the sev- 
enty-fifth, the time standard for the 
eastern part of the United States. In 
the central belt, which is governed by 
the ninetieth meridian, the signal from 
Washington means 11 o'clock, in the 
Rocky Mountain belt it is 10 o’clock, and 
on the Pacific coast it is 9.—Harpers 
Weekly.

We are 
as far from the pagan belief of a god resi- 
dent in matter, on the one hand, as from 
that vague shadowy paleness of a uni- 
verse without form and void which the 
word spiritual conveys to some people.

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EDITORIAL

THIS newspaper on Thursday made 
announcement in its news coltimns that more 
than a dozen vessels plying between United 
States and Jamaican, Central and South 
American ports are soon to hoist the Amer- 
ican flag if a bill mw in preparation by 
Representative Humphrey of Washington 
for introduction in Congress is_ passed. 
These vessels are owned by the United Fruit 
Company of Boston, which operates a fleet 
of about eighty, it was added. The interesting point was also brought 
out that four ships of the company are already under American 
registry. 

At Detroit on the same day Representative Humphrey, in the 
course of an address at the annual banquet of the Lake Carriers 
Association, in which he dwelt upon the deplorable condition of the 
American merchant marine, declared: “We have not, in both oceans 
combined, twenty vessels fit for the government transport service 
in case of need.” According to his estimate, at least 250 would 
be necessary. Japan has 600 on the Pacific ocean fit for such 
service. 

In connection with both of these matters, it will not be out 
of place to quote from a letter written to The Monitor by a reader 
—an American—in a foreign city. He is touching upon an editorial 
article that recently appeared in these columns. Says he: “It will 
be a very easy matter to restore the merchant marine of the United 
States, viz., by permitting American merchants to buy vessels in 
any quarter of the globe and register them under the American 
flag, and, further, by permitting shipbuilders to import, free of 
duty, all materials that enter into shipbuilding.” 

This remedy has often been put forward, as have many others. 
The charge is made, moreover, that the selfishness of the high 
protectionists stands in the way of the rehabilitation of the merchant 
marine. Then we have the countercharge that free traders will 
neither permit the protectionists to rebuild American shipping by 
means of subsidy or subvention, nor take any steps thethselves, 
likely to be successful, toward the accomplishment of the same 
end. Between the two, justification was found for a passage in 
one of our editorials, and quoted by the correspondent alluded to, 
to the effect that an American standing for a whole day on one 
of the banks of the completed Panama canal, and watching the 
procession of shipping passing through, was likely, unless things 
changed in the meantime, to be denied the privilege of seeing the 
American flag floating from the masthead of a single vessel. 

Now out of all this the unbiased and open-minded reader must 
get at least one impression that is likely to stick to him and mystify 
him, and that is the strange fact that the American people do not 
rise indignantly and brush aside all obstacles, of whatever nature, 
in the way of the restoration of their shipping. Forty years have 
passed, and almost nothing has been done toward placing the ship- 
ping of the United States where it was before the civil war. Mr. 
Humphrey says there are scarcely any American ships that might 
be employed as transports in case of need, yet a company that 
will be affected by his proposed bill has a fleet of eighty, most 
of which are under foreign registry. This, of course, is but one 
instance. American registration may be prevented by one cause 
or by another, American shipbuilding may be prevented by one 
cause or by another; but the fact remains that these causes,+ what- 
ever they are, have been operative for forty years. 

What mysterious influence, prevents the American government 
from searching out and removing all. hindrances to merchant marine 
restoration, whatever or wherever they may be? The American 
government is prompt in looking after its interests in other respects. 
Why not in this, and why not without further delay ?

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EUROPEAN court functions of the present 
may not rival in splendor some of the more 
spectacular court events of the past. Ver- 
sailles is now only a memory. Dresden, 
with a court history more resplendent than 
Berlin’s of today, no longer claims a fore- 
most position among cities with royal enter- 
tainments. But while extravagance may be 
the exception rather than the rule, national 
dignity seems still to require the maintenance 
of court traditions. The semi-medieval etiquette, the formality as 
to dress and manner yet make for a court environment apparently 
no less fascinating than when the cavaliers and their ladies fair 
thronged the royal halls and bowed low before their sovereigns. 
Presentations at the courts of St. James,’ Berlin, Vienna or 
St. Petersburg may be distinctive acknowledgments that the indiyid- 
uals thus honored possess certain social prerequisites. It would 
be impossible to admit at random all who might wish to enter the 
royal presence. There must be rigid scrutiny, and the diplomatic 
machinery, even, must be set in motion where a foreigner, for 
‘instance, desires an invitation to the Queen’s drawing-room or to 
a similar function within Emperor William’s circle. But a larger 
view must be taken of these events, especially where Americans 
are concerned. There has been criticism now and then because 
the citizen of the republic has asked permission to pay his com- 
pliments to rovalty. This is as far fetched as is the idea that because 
Kussia has a czar and France a president the two nations cannot 
have the most intimate relations with each other. 
since the American ambassador at a foreign court usually 
stands sponsor for American man or woman admitted to the royal 
circle, the presentee is more than an individual while in the presence 
f huropean rovalty. An invitation issued by the German court 
marshal may signify that Emperor William will be pleased to meet 
the citivven trom New York, Boston or San Francisco: but the 
wnt the individual is presented it would appear that he comes 
/ persomifying the nation which he claims his own. When 
al host engages his guest in conversation it may be Amer- 
ure, \merecan finance or American invention which fur- 
pies tor the talk. But whether it be litterateur, financier

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or inventor who is thus honored by. his majesty, would it not seem 
as if the person were incidental to the nationality that serves as 
conversational background ? ‘ 

From the woman’s point of view, court functions doubtless 
will always constitute attractions.. But even in the case of the 
women presented at court, it is not difficult to make a distinction 
between the more spectacular phases consequent to the.presentation 
and the compliment indirectly paid the nation to which the, pre- 
sentees belong. The brilliancy of the assemblage, the costumes, 
the etiquette of the particular court are naturally not lost on those 
to whom such a meeting is a privilege. But, for women as for 


their escorts, impressions taken away from the scene may concern 


themselves with more than elaborateness and show. Court functions 
are historic glimpses. ‘They add chapter on chapter to the nation’s 
social register. And they afford the main opportunity for foreigners 
to view at close range that which is to the nation as the home circle 
is to the family. 
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It SHOULD be borne in mind by the enthusiastic, however, that 
the popular election of a United States senator will not always 
give assurance that the senator elected will stay popular. 


NET results of the week's operations in com- 
mercial and industrial lines show some 
improvement. The feeling is decidedly bet- 
ter. The more optimistic sentiment prevail- 
ing was reflected in the securities markets. 
Although fluctuations in stocks should not 
always be regarded as a barometer of bust- 
ness conditions, it often is the case that far- 
seeing men successfully discount future 
developments in the commercial world by 
buying or selling stocks months before. the actual occurrences 
take place. However, no one: should be misled at this time by 
any sudden upward spurt in the securities markets as indicating 
anything like a boom’in business. Consensus of opinion is that. 
while commodity prices and quotations of securities may go con- 
siderably lower, general business will gradually improve. Many 
believe that the readjustment has not vet gone far enough and that 
further reduction in the cost. of living 1s essential to permanent 
betterment in the world’s business. . 

The improved sentiment that is noted is characteristic of men 
generally. They refuse to look upon the dark side of things longer 
than can be avoided, and the turn in the road seems to have been 
reached in this instance. Among the tangible evidences of improve- 
ment may be noted the somewhat better demand for iron and steel 
products. Business and financial interests keep close watch upon 
this industry, and it is generally considered that conditions com- 
mercially are largely governed by the state of the iron and steel 
trade. The closing of three rail contracts by American manufact- 
urers with foreign companies is the most encouraging event of 
the week. These contracts, although aggregating only a little over

. 25,000 tons, are significant of the growth of America’s export steel 


trade. The fact that over $200,000,000 worth of iron and steel 


was exported last year, the largest on record, indicates to what’ 


extent American enterprise is making itself felt in foreign fields. 
Domestic demand for rails is still light, but some fair-sized orders 
have been entered, and inquiries of importance have been made, 
lending the hope that a fairly good business may be expected at 
the mills The resumption this week of the Gary rail mill and the 
open-hearth plant of the Tennessee Coal, Iron & Railroad Company 
was made necessary by rail orders received. Several good equip- 
ment orders have been recorded the past few days. The railways 
are curtailing expenses wherever they‘can, but, as trafhe generally 
is still heavy, the postponement of rail and equipment purchases 
at best can be but temporary. Thus far the orders placed for 
rails are a véry small percentage of the estimated 3,000,000 tons 
which the railways of the United States will need this year.

Friends of international arbitration have all 
along been particularly desirous of winning 
over the Latin-American republics to the 
idea of settling all of their disputes along 
the lines laid down by the Hague conference. 
The reason is obvious. International disputes have been more num- 
erous in Latin America during the last 100 years than’ in any other 
part of the earth. Nor has this been without reason. A group 
of nations suddenly sprang into existence. It was like the dividing 
of a great family. _Not one of the divisions had had previous 
experience in self-government. They were all, more or less ignorant 
as to their individual, as well as mutual, rightg Although politically 
separate, they were still more or less socially interdependent. They 
had always regarded certain privileges as common. Now they began 
to lay claim each to what it considered its own. Hence arose 
misunderstandings. Hence frequently arose wars. Of late years 
hostilities have been less frequent, disputes less bitter; but up to 
the present day there are many unsettled and disturbing questions 
similar to that growing out of the boundary line between Ecuador 
and Peru. , 

These questions might be settled speedily and amicably by 
avbitration, but it will not be wise to press it too strongly upon 
the disputants. It is safe to assume that, before long, they will 
see the merit of arbitration for themselves. Some of them see 
it now. Another decade will bring them all around to the idea, 
and when they shall have adopted it they will be far along the 
road to federation, and thus to greater prosperity than they have 
ever known.

She had at her ‘in the South | 
tongue’s end many important and interesting | 
facts relating to and dealing with the peculiar | 
educational conditions obtaining in the south- ~~~ neg 
ern states. What these are will doubtless occur at once to every 
well-informed person. They are such, however, as southerners are 
accustomed to, and such as southerners only are competent to handle 
intelligently and effectively. 

While alluding to some of the problems arising from these 
conditions, Mrs. Munford took no pains to enlarge upon them. And 
while pointing out wherein certain responsibilities, unknown in the 
North, fall upon the southern housewife and mistress, and the ease 
with which she adapts herself to them, and the success she has 
achieved in dealing with them, there was no bid for applause. To 
the southern woman falls the task of accomplishing much that is 
delegated to the schools and colleges in the North, but it is accepted 
by her as nothing out of the ordinary, and it is performed by her 
as a simple matter of daily routine and duty. 

Federations, clubs, societies, leagues, college alumnz—all the 
armor with which her northern sister goes forth to solve her prob- 
lems—are within reach of the southern woman. ‘A large part of 
her work, however,” said Mrs. Munford, “is of a personal, private 
nature, which it ‘3 impossible to estimate. If a hundred girls are 
graduated from a domestic training school in the North, people 
can know about it; but if 200 girls down South are trained by a 
plantation mistress, no records are kept.” That this system of 
training is widely and efficiently, yet quietly, carried on throughout 
the South is something that those who have taken the trouble to 
investigate have long known. And it is almost invariably alluded 
to, as Mrs. Munford referred to it, as something to be expected 
and a matter of course. 

Good women are always to be found, North, South, East and 
West, who meet their responsibilities bravely and pertorm their 
duties unostentatiously, whatever they may be. There are different 
problems in different sections. ‘The southern woman has her peculiar 
problem. But she is working toward its solution uncomplainingly, 
courageously and with faith in the outcome.

Two facts that seem to stand out in boldest 
relief before the eyes of visitors at the 
motor-truck exhibition in New York are the 
tremendous proportions already assumed by 
this branch of:the automobile industry and 
the wonderful possibilities of the commercial 
vehicle as indicated by the progress it has 
made to date. The day has passed for talk- 
ing of the motor truck or motor wagon or 
motor cart as something that falls short of 
meeting the requirements of business in ‘a thoroughly practical way. 
Manufacturers and their agents no longer ask business men to 
employ a motor vehicle for the advertising to be gained by the 
use Of a conspicuous novelty; for it is no longer a novelty. The 
time had to come when such a vehicle would be forced to stand 
upon its merits. 

It seems as if the manufacturers had succeeded in meeting 
nearlv all the conditions of success. In the New York exlubit, 
aside from all the ordinary patterns, there is the armored wagon 
for transporting gold and greenbacks, the dump truck for hauling 
coal, the gravel cart, the oil-tank wagon, the fire truck, police 
patrol and mail wagon. And, fully as important, advancement in 
methods is leading to economies in construction that before long 
will bring prices down, if not to a popular level at least to a point 
where the average mercantile or manufacturing establishment will 
find it advantageous to own and to operate the motor vehicle as 
a business proposition.

Possibilities 


SYNCHRONISM ofthe graphophone and the 
biograph, that which has proved unrespon- 
sive to the experiments of many inventors 
including those of the eminent Thomas A. 
Edison, has been accomplished, it seems, by 
M. Gaumont. America scored first honors 
with the talking machine and motion pict- 
ures; now France, with its chronophone, 
amalgamates the two, according to accounts, 
and completes the work that otherwise might | 
have remained long unfinished. While American pride may feel 
that since the two main discoveries were made in this country the 
binding link between them ought to have been found in the same 
land, Americans, like all the world, will dehght in the knowledge 
that that link has been supplied, that sight and sound are wedded 
in this manner. One thing more is needed; the accomplishment 
should be crowned with color. 

Mr. Edison has worked fifteen years over the problem of mak- 
ing the graphophone and the biograph work together harmoniously, 
and he is not yet triumphant. Now that M. Gaumont has been 
successful, those who have investigated his process assert that the 
synchronism was easy to obtain. Such ts the case, truly, with 
nearly all great inventions; their simplicity 1s the amazing feature. 
But had not Mr. Edison persisted in his efforts to achieve what 
M. Gaumont is said to have found easy, would the French inventor 
have found the same zest in his own attempts to win fame and 
fortune by working out something of immense potential value to 
mankind? In a way the two countries may share jointly what- 
ever credit attaches to-all three of the inventions. 

The main thing is not the question as to which inventor’ has 
attained, the honor, but as to what results may be expected from 
the invention. When the talking machine was perfected, it was 
long a wonder. Motion pictures later furnished seeming life and 
action, and they still are looked upon as remarkable. Now comes 
this later discovery to make the illusion yet more realistic. Its 
amusement possibilites are obvious. And in proportion as it 
approaches the reproduction of actualities, it may be of great worth 
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
